FIREFIGHTER Garry Mann’s 
nightmare after his arrest during 
football tournament Euro 2004 has 
been reignited. 

And now the 51-year-old faces a battle to 
avoid extradition back to Portugal, five years 
after first being arrested. 

Mr Mann was arrested at his home in 
Beaumont Davey Close on Friday, by police 
bearing a European Arrest Warrant issued in 
Portugal. He was then dragged before 
Westminster Magistrates before being bailed 
until tomorrow. 

Mr Mann was accused of hooliganism in the 
town of Albufeira when 200 England fans 
clashed with riot police. The disturbances fol¬ 
lowed England’s elimination from the tourna¬ 
ment by the hosts on penalties after a 2-2 draw. 

He always claimed his innocence and stated 
he was not even in the area of the clash, but in 
a bar in another part of town. 

But together with 10 other fans he appeared 
before a Portugese court where he was convict¬ 
ed of public order offences and resisting arrest. 

Mr Mann was sentenced to two years in 
prison, but was immediately deported back to 
the UK. 

It is not clear what has prompted the 
Portuguese authorities’ renewed interest in the 
case and Mr Mann says he remains in the dark. 

After the initial incident the firefighter 
claimed he had had “a thoroughly unfair trial” 
and was subjected to “sleep deprivation and 
beatings” by police in Albufeira. 

He was speaking at the offices of the Fair

Community work 
gives prisoners 
a positive future

A PIONEERING scheme 
which gives prisoners serv¬ 
ing time in secure jails the 
chance to take part in com¬ 
munity work is currently 
taking place in the town. 

The railway banks alongside 
Whitstable Road recently received a 
thorough cleaning courtesy of 
inmates of Standford Hill Prison on 
the Isle of Sheppey. Work was done 
as part of the Active Citizenship 
Together for Swale project. 

The pioneering scheme, aimed at 
assisting prisoners in their rehabili¬ 
tation, gets its official opening in 
Sheemess on Friday. It is likely to be 
the model for other similar projects 
in different parts of the UK. 

The prisoners working in Faver- 
sham received a visit from the Mayor 
of Swale, Cllr Alan Willicombe and 
his wife Jean. The group of four was 
also met by Swale council staff and 
escorted by a prison officer. 

“This is an excellent scheme,” said 
Cllr Willicombe. “It helps the prison¬ 
ers back into the community and 
prepares them for life outside. I 
understand a lot of prisoners have 


low self esteem and this gives them 
the chance to do something positive. 
Many have a lack of education which 
has been the reason they turned to 
crime in the first place... this is a way 
of showing them they can contribute 
and make a difference.” 

The scheme is offered to prisoners 
serving sentences of between three 
years and life - which usually means 
around 15 years. 

Those who can take part have to 
have shown excellent behaviour 
while serving their time. They are 
constantly monitored and any signs 
of bad attitudes or problems mean 
they are removed from the scheme. 

Chris Carter is the prison officer 
who supervised the workers. 

“It is about repaying society,” he 
said. “The prisoners know they are 
making a difference to the communi¬ 
ty and this is the first stage of the 
project. It all goes towards the parole 
of prisoners. It shows they can be 
trusted and set a good example. 

“They work extremely hard as well 
- one of the other projects we have 
been involved in locally was helping 
an old lady with her garden. 

“They really took pride in that and 
it is a pleasure to work with them in 
this way. In my years as a prison offi¬ 
cer this is the most worthwhile and 
satisfying project I have been 
involved with.” 


Mann: Police 
victimised me

Trials Abroad group in London. 

Director Stephen Jakobi said Mann 
was “traumatised” by his experience 
in Portugal during the hearing. 

The European Convention of 
Human Rights had been breached 
during Mann’s trial on several counts, 
he said. 

The lawyer said Mr Mann was not 
promptly told, in a language he 
understood, what he was accused of, 
and was not given sufficient time to 
prepare a defence or gather witness¬ 
es, Mr Jakobi added. 

“It’s a clean sweep of an unfair trial. 
[Such cases] usually pass two or three 
of these grounds, but the lot is unique. 
A trial that concludes within 24 hours 
of arrest in itself makes it impossible 
to comply with the rules of a fair 
trial.” 

Mr Mann, a Birmingham City fan, 
said “crucial” CCTV footage from the 
bar, which could clear his name, had 
not been seen by the court and had 
been destroyed. 

Police had attacked him as he left 
the bar to return to his hotel he 
added. 

“I was then held at the police head¬ 
quarters with a number of others,” he 
said. “We were subjected to 15 hours 
of sleep deprivation and beatings if 
we attempted to shut our eyes. I feel 
thoroughly victimised by a wholly 
unfair trial. I hope this matter is 
resolved as soon as possible.” 

Kent Fire and Rescue Service 
declined to say whether Mr Mann 
was still working. 

A spokeswoman said: ‘We are aware 
there is an investigation and we will 
be keeping a very close eye on this sit¬ 
uation. However, at this stage we are 
unable to comment further due to the 
legal procedures taking place.”

WHITSTABLE will finally get its 
new health centre this summer 
after a series of delays held up 
building work. 

The Estuary View Medical Centre, mn by 
Whitstable Medical Practice, is intended to open 
in July providing new facilities such as x-rays, 
and more space to cope with expanding patient 
numbers. 

The existing team of doctors based at the sur¬ 
geries in both Whitstable and Chestfield will 
divide between the old and new buildings. 
Where appointments are to be conducted will 
depend on which doctor patients are registered 
with. 

The opening date has been moved back twice 
already. Practice manager Lesley King said: ‘We 
have had a few delays. The building work was

held up by a shortage of steel last year, and we 
had very wintiy weather earlier this year. It got 
really icy just as they were pouring the con¬ 
crete.” 

The new building is just off the roundabout 
opposite the Mariners View housing estate. But 
with the building nearly completed, patients in 
Whitstable can look forward to a new practice - 
including a new minor injuries unit. 

Patients using the existing Whitstable prac¬ 
tices will also benefit as pressure on space and 
doctors’ time is eased. 

Mrs King said: We have 32,300 patients and 
are finding we have just not got enough space to 
offer all the services we would like, so we need a 
third building. 

“When the new centre opens we will have 


three GPs surgeries equidistant from each other 
serving different parts of the town. 

We aim to have an equal number of doctors in 
each, with an equal number of patients.” 

When the new centre opens Whitstable 
Medical Practice will reorganise its resources 
and has already started consulting with 
patients. 

Mrs King said: “Half our doctors will move 
from Whitstable Health Centre to the new 
building. We need to do a lot of consultation with 
patients about the move, to find out if they want 
to move with their doctors or stay at the same 
surgery. 

“Most people like to stay with their doctors, if 
they can.” 

The practice is also in talks with Stagecoach 
and Canterbury council to try to get a bus serv¬ 
ice provided to the centre. The council executive 
will consider proposals at a future meeting.

Theatre's next 
performance? 
The exorcist 


AN EXORCIST will be brought in 
to rid the old Marlowe Theatre of 
evil spirits after builders taking 
up the stage reported a series of 
strange events last week. 

Work has already begun on dismantling the 
inside of the theatre, which closed for the final 
time on March 22 after the Night of a 
Thousand Stars gala performance. 

Much of the stage was removed and auc¬ 
tioned off to fans last Saturday, many of whom 
were keen to take home a piece of the old 
Marlowe as a keepsake. 

But as the stage was lifted, builders and staff 
still working in the theatre started reporting 
spooky phenomena. 

Catholic priest Father Joseph Buquet, of the 
little known holy order Caveat Lector, is the 
man entrusted with ousting the spirits and 
allowing building work to continue undis¬ 
turbed. 

Fr Buquet is currently working at the Opera 
Gamier in Paris, and was unavailable to com¬ 
ment as we went to press. 

The alleged haunting has taken many forms. 

Many workers at the theatre refused to sit 
down in the auditorium, often remaining on 
their feet for an entire shift after ghostly man¬ 
ifestations were reported congregating behind

benches and chairs. Cleaner Ruth Abbotsil 
said: “It was awful. I was sitting on a bench on 
the stage and suddenly my friend screamed 
and started pointing behind me. 

“But when I looked round, there was nothing 
there. This happened several times, and I was 
quite shaken by the end of it.” 

Those working in the theatre at night say 
they have also heard ghostly laughter. 

Experts on the paranormal say the problems 
will continue into the new £25.6 million 
Marlowe due to open in 2011, until the spirits 
are banished by the ghostbusters. 

Gibb Riche, chairman of the Canterbmy 
Library of Abnormal Phenomena’s Theatre- 
Related Apparitions Panel said: “It is absolute¬ 
ly vital this ghost is exorcised. 

“Some people say it is merely a man in a 
sheet who had too much to drink at the after- 
show party and became disorientated. 

“But this ghost is very real, and will contin¬ 
ue to make a spectacle of itself unless action is 
taken. And if we don’t get it on the first go, well 
have to do it again then won’t we?” 

One builder, who declined to give his name, 
said the apparition resembled a “plump, mas¬ 
culine-looking woman in a colourful frock”.

CANTERBURY art students will graduate 
in the city this year after forcing university 
bosses into a U-tum. 

University for the Creative Arts chiefs 
wanted to combine the three separate 
Canterbury, Rochester and Maidstone cam¬ 
pus celebrations into one day and host it at 
Maidstone Studios. 

But the move was opposed by hundreds of 
students. They will now attend a ceremony 
at the King’s School, as in previous years. 

Last week, undergraduates set up groups 
on social networking site Facebook calling for 
the independent ceremonies to be reinstated. 

A petition was also signed by more than 
600 members. 

A spokesman said: “Having listened to stu¬ 
dents’ views, the university has taken the 
decision to offer separate graduation cere¬ 
monies in Canterbury, Maidstone and 
Rochester.” 


Google eyes our streets 

GOOGLE’S controversial Street View service 
is now mapping the Canterbury district after 
motorists reported a camera car parked near 
Heme Bay. 

Street View, launched last week, offers 
street level views of British cities including 
London, Edinburgh and Manchester.

Commission slams 
KCC for not heeding 
Icelandic warnings

Pioneering DJs remember 

'anarchy'on the high seas 


PARTYING and practical jokes to 
a soundtrack of rock ‘n’ roll - that’s 
how the pioneering DJs of the 
Swinging Sixties remember pirate 
radio. 

The latest big screen offering from British 
director Richard Curtis, The Boat that 
Rocked, set on board an offshore ‘pirate’ radio 
station, opens nationwide at cinemas today. 

To mark this we spoke to some of the DJs 
who pushed the boundaries of the law to 
bring pop music to the masses. 

Roger Gale, the Tory MP for Thanet North, 
BBC Radio Kent presenter Roger Day and 
BBC Radio 2 presenter Johnny Walker, were 
among a crew of young men who became 
‘pirates’ of the airwaves in the 60s to chal¬ 
lenge the Government’s monopoly of radio. 

Curtis’s film stars Bill Nighy, Rhys Ifans 
and recent Bond girl Gemma Arterton, who is

from Gravesend, and is based on the story of 
Radio Caroline which began broadcasting off 
the coast of the UK in 1964. 

Mr Gale, who joined the Radio Caroline DJ 
team in August of that year, said: “When we 
were out there for the summer we were jump¬ 
ing off the side of the ship to swim as the 
records played. 

Coastguards 

“We would work a fortnight on the boat and 
have a week off. Huge crowds would welcome 
us off the boat - lots of girls. 

“I was engaged at the time so I did not revel 
quite as much as others.” 

In celebration of his birthday, the late night 
rock show presenter and his co-DJs decided 
to play a game involving their listeners. 

The ‘pirate’ boats had to stay three miles 


away from shore so they were in internation¬ 
al waters and not bound by English law. 

Mr Gale told how the broadcasters asked 
all the people in nearby coastal towns to drive 
down to the beach and flash their headlights. 

He said: “The coastguard went berserk. 
They were good times.” 

Johnny Walker was a Radio Caroline DJ who 
was used by Curtis as a consultant for the film. 

He said: “Richard has captured the spirit 
of pirate radio very well in the film. It was 
anarchy.” 

His colleague at the Beeb, Roger Day 
worked at Radio Caroline from 1966-68, he 
said: “It was the dream job for a 21-year-old. 
Playing great music and having a laugh.” 

He told how to fill the time between shows 
on the ship, the young men would squirt each 
other with the fire hose and play practical 
jokes, such as setting the breakfast show 
team’s alarm clocks so that they would wake 
up five hours too early. 


KENT County Council has been accused of 
negligence by putting millions of pounds of our 
money into Icelandic banks days before the 
system collapsed last year. 

KCC was one of seven English councils 
slammed in a report by spending watchdog the 
Audit Commission on Thursday, because the 
council carried on paying cash into the doomed 
Iceland banking system, despite warnings 
they were in trouble. 

TTie commission revealed KCC paid in £8.3 
million in early October, just days after a warn¬ 
ing on September 30 that one bank’s credit rat¬ 
ing had fallen. On October 7, the Icelandic 
banking system collapsed completely. 

The county council - which is believed to 
have lost £50m in the collapse - maintains it 
had been open about its conduct and hoped to 
get the cash back. But the fate of the £954m 
deposited by councils and other public bodies 
in Icelandic banks remains uncertain. 

There is no British government protection 
for institutions as there is for individuals. 

Handful 

The Audit Commission said most councils 
had “heeded warnings” about the declining 
credit worthiness of Icelandic banks during 
2008, and had acted. 

However, it said that some had ignored the 
risks while a handful, including KCC, had 
behaved “negligently”. 

The collapse has highlighted the “variable 
standards” within finance at different councils 
across England and Wales. 

“Good treasury managers recognised those 
risks and managed them appropriately,” said 
an Audit Commission spokesman. 

“Others either did not appreciate the risks or 
underestimated their significance.” 

KCC cabinet member for finance Nick 
Chard told the BBC: “The position and lan¬ 
guage used by the Audit Commission is quite 
extraordinary. It really is a case of the pot call¬ 
ing the kettle black. I find this a convenient 
smokescreen for the Audit Commission, which 
has twice the level of exposure in Icelandic 
banks that Kent County Council has.”

Come and see the wealth of 
wildlife on offer in our seas 


LAST weekend I stood somewhere 
on the north Kent coastline 
between Faversham and Whitsta- 
ble and stared out to sea. 

With a pair of half-reasonable binoculars I 
looked in the Thames Estuary and feasted my 
eyes on a herd of seals, enjoying the spring 
sunshine on a mud bank. Now, I’m not easily 
impressed, but to see these creatures so close 
to our shores was a quite wonderful sight. 

For years I remained convinced the best 
thing we could hope for in the seas that sur¬ 
round us was the occasional jellyfish or an oil 
can. I was led to believe fish existed some¬ 
where out there, but I’d never spotted them. 

What’s more, a cross-Channel ferry ride was 
never an opportunity to watch whales blasting 
jets of water in the air, or shoals of tuna dart 
just under the clear water’s surface. You could, 
instead, simply see the occasional rival ferry 
making the return journey or, if you were 
lucky, the occasional bit of freight. 


I remember going to Scotland a few years 
ago and being excited at the prospect of the 
wildlife which lurked off its rugged coastline. 
The north west promised a selection of whales, 
basking sharks, dolphins and the such like. 

I saw some seals, but my desperation to see 
a dolphin doing, well, dolphin things, in their 
natural habitat came to precisely nothing, 
despite going to the Moray Firth where appar¬ 
ently you should be knee deep in the things. 

I returned home just a tad disappointed if 
truth be known. But it was back in Kent 
where my demands for exciting wildlife were 
delivered. The last place I expected it to be. 

About a month after the holiday I finally 
decided to go to Folkestone and see if I could 
spot Dave the cross-dressing Dolphin (well, I 
ask you, calling himself Dave when he was a 
girl). Having spent hours on a chilly Scottish 
hilltop peering out in a doomed effort to see 
the animal, I spotted Dave before I’d even got 
out of the car. There he/she was. Conveniently 
swimming about next to a car park. 


I got out and watched him swim and splash 
for ages. He even disappeared up the coast for 
a few moments. I followed and was treated to 
a sight which will last with me forever, of a dol¬ 
phin jumping and spinning just yards from 
our coastline. It was truly magical. 

And now I’ve seen seals too. At this rate, I’m 
pretty confident a killer whale will pop his 
black and white head out to greet me next 
time I pop down to Whitstable harbour. 

So what’s the point of this, I hear you cry? 
Well the point is that there is a remarkable 
wealth of wildlife off our coast - right here in 
Kent - and it is easy to forget that, and dis¬ 
miss it, as we splash out on trips elsewhere. 

Perhaps, just perhaps, if you’re pondering 
whether or not to holiday in these recession- 
hit times, you could consider staying in Kent. 
And just think of what you’ll save on petrol.

How much work went into preparing for 
the Boat Race? 

We'd been in training for it since September when a large 
group of potential oarsmen and coxes first came togeth¬ 
er to try to win a seat in the Blue Boat.

Gary Moore is bad for you baby on his latest tour 


GARY MOORE 

Thursday, April 16 
Leas Cliff Hall, Folkestone 

LEGENDARY guitarist 
Gary Moore starts his new 
live tour in Folkestone later 
this month. 

Considered one of the greatest gui¬ 
tarists the British Isles has ever pro¬ 
duced, Moore has appeared in the 
line-ups of several notable rock 
bands and enjoyed a highly success¬ 
ful solo career. 

His latest album, Bad For You 
Baby, demonstrates the extraordi¬ 
nary talent that has kept Moore at 
the forefront of blues music during a 
career that spans five decades. 

Bom in Belfast in 1952, Moore was 
of the generation of music fans who 
fell in love with rock’n’roll when Elvis 
Presley and then The Beatles came 
along. 

But when he saw acts like Jimi 
Hendrix and John Mayall’s 
Bluesbreakers performing in his 
home-town in the mid-60s, it opened 
up a whole new world for the young 
music-lover. 

His passion and latent talent for 
the blues increased when he heard 
the guitar-playing of musicians like 
Peter Green, who would later become 
Moore’s mentor. 

Soon considered a teenage prodigy 
under Green’s guidance, Moore later 
paid tribute to his hero by naming 
his 1995 album Blues For Greeny. 

Moore secured his first record deal 
in 1970 with the power trio Skid Row 
Shortly before the deal was signed, 
Moore had moved to Dublin and met 
Phil Lynott, who had filled in as 
vocalist. Moore released three 
albums with Skid Row and toured 
the US as support act to bands such 
as The Allman Brothers Band and 
Mountain. 

Despite embarking on a solo career, 
he soon found himself drawn back 
into a band when Lynott invited him 
to join Thin Lizzy as Eric Bell’s 
replacement. He was with the band 
only briefly but returned after Brian 
Robertson left in 1977 and again for 
the Black Rose tour the following 
year. 

Exactly 30 years ago, Moore’s solo 
career really got under way with the 
single Parisienne Walkways, which 
reached the Top 10 in April, 1979. It 
was followed by a successful album, 
Back On The Streets, and he spent 
the late 70s and early 80s restlessly

pursuing the highest quality of music. 

In 1985 he reunited with Lynott for 
the hit single Out In The Fields and 
followed it with the Wild Frontier 
album, an exploration of his Celtic 
roots. But it was his 1990 album Still 
Got The Blues that really saw 
Moore’s creativity set free. The next 
album featured cameo appearances 
by blues greats such as Albert King, 
BB King and Albert Collins, with 
Moore making his mark even in this 


hallowed company. In 2006 he 
delighted Thin Lizzy fans by reunit¬ 
ing with the band for a one-off con¬ 
cert in Dublin. 

Moore has continued to experiment 
with his music and keep fans guess¬ 
ing, but one thing they can be sure of 
is that he will always be an excep¬ 
tional talent.

an 'infuriating genius'

FOOTBALL legend Brian Clough 
doesn’t appear to have a lot in com¬ 
mon with music mogul Simon 
Cowell, but Timothy Spall thinks 
otherwise. 

The seasoned British actor plays Clough’s 
right-hand man Peter Taylor in controversial 
new biopic The Damned United. He has read 
more than most about the football manager 
and has his own theory about Clough’s popu¬ 
larity. 

“He was a loudmouth and he liked annoying 
people. Every now and again these personali¬ 
ties turn up who are both infuriating and fas¬ 
cinating, but you can’t help but like them,” 
Spall says. 

“You could compare them to Simon Cowell - 
they drive you nuts, but they are so original 
that you can’t resist them - they’re marvellous 
in their own right. And I think Clough enjoyed 
the limelight.” 

Brian Clough, who died in 2004, was 
thought to be one of England’s best managers. 
He won back-to-back European Cups with 
Nottingham Forest and took Derby County 
from the bottom of Division Two to their first 
Football League championship. 

The Damned United follows the player- 
tumed-manager’s rise with Derby from 1968 
up to his disastrous 44-day stint in charge of 
Leeds United in 1974, then the biggest club in 
the country 

While Clough, played by Michael Sheen, 
enjoyed being the front-man, his loyal assis¬ 
tant manager Taylor was more of a shrinking 
violet, a kind-hearted man who worked hard 
behind the scenes and let Clough take the 
glory

Their dynamic, sometimes volatile, partner¬ 
ship is at the heart of the film. 

“Obviously it’s a sporting piece, but it’s very 
much about the marriage between Clough and 
Taylor,” 52-year-old Spall says. 

“Taylor was a typical backroom boy, like a 
wife in the background - he brought all the 
support. His real talent was for knowing 
which players worked together and for spot¬ 
ting other players that had been undervalued. 

“Clough, apart from many other brilliant - 
and annoying - things, was an incredible man 
motivator. He knew how to get the best out of 
people. So it was a perfect marriage and a bit 
like a lot of double acts, comedians and show¬ 
biz partnerships, they’re not as good without 
each other.” 

The film, based on the book by Red Riding 
author David Peace, paints Clough as a charis¬ 
matic, ambitious young manager who liked to 
court controversy. Clough’s family are report¬ 
edly bitter about the book and the film, which 
portrays Clough as the victim of his own ambi¬ 
tion and competitiveness. 





His long-standing rivalry with Leeds man¬ 
ager Don Revie led him to take the post when 
Revie became England manager, even though 
he had railed against the club’s aggressive 
playing style. 

Clough and Taylor fell out over the decision, 
and Taylor refused to join him at Leeds. 
Clough soon began to realise he couldn’t cope 
on his own and became the least successful 
manager in the club’s history. 

But for all Clough’s bigmouth bravura, Spall 
says there was a kind man underneath: “He 
went and visited people in hospital and if any¬ 
one needed dosh, he’d help them out. 

‘Very few sports types are that fascinating. 
He wasn’t just a braggart and a pundit, he was 
a kind of genius.”

Flooded rental market 
sees tumble in values 

PRIVATE rents in Kent have dropped as 
sellers continue to flood the rental mar¬ 
ket with unwanted properties, a Royal 
Institute of Chartered Surveyors’ survey 
has found. 

And activity in the rental market 
seems to be contributing to the slump in 
housing transactions, say the experts. 

A total of 42 per cent more chartered 
surveyors in the South East reported a 
rise than a fall in rental demand, com¬ 
pared with just five per cent in the pre¬ 
vious quarter. 

RICS South East director Peter Miller 
said: “The marketplace has become more 
competitive as reluctant landlords con¬ 
tinue to look to let properties they are 
unable to sell. 

“With property sales at historic lows 
the rental market will continue to boom 
- provided unemployment levels do not 
increase significantly. 

“The downward pressure on rents will 
increase in the coming months where 
supply matches demand, but with house 
prices still falling, yields will continue to 
increase for many investors.” 

David Parry, of Cluttons, said: “In¬ 
creasing numbers of homes are available 
to rent. Tenants have a very wide choice 
and are able to negotiate substantial dis¬ 
counts. 

“Family housing has fallen by 20 per 
cent in rental value.” 

Sales increase seen as 
ray of light by agents 

ESTATE agents recorded eight property 
sales on average last month, according to 
a housing market report by the National 
Association of Estate Agents. 

This is an increase on the average of 
six in January. 

The return of first-time buyers to the 
market held firm, dropping by just one 
per cent of the total sales for February. 

The survey also found sales prices on 
average were 7.5 per cent lower than the 
asking price. 

Association president Chris Brown 
said: “This sales increase is a real boost 
for a beleaguered market. It shows the 
demand identified by the NAE A is slow¬ 
ly but surely translating into sales. 

“The housing market has had a devas¬ 
tating year, but prices are lower than 
they have been for a long time and there 
are bargains to be had. 

“These little signs all add up to a glim¬ 
mer of light at the end of what has been 
a long and difficult tunnel.”

Suzuki sends in the clones 


GET used to even more cloning of 
small cars like the Suzuki Splash, 
especially now that we have a glob¬ 
al slowdown. 

True, demand for mini cars has increased, 
but unit profitability is small too so it makes 
sense to ‘re-invent the wheels’ for several 
carmakers to use. 

But how does Suzuki make the case for 
people to buy the Splash, when it is nearly- 
identical to the Vauxhall Agila? The fag paper- 
thin argument comes down largely to Splash 
being a bright new name that buries memo¬ 
ries of the quite awful Wagon-R model it 
replaced... the same quite awful car re-badged 
and also sold as the original Vauxhall Agila. 

The Splash (from £8,350) has arguably the 
neater front grille too, while the smaller model 
line-up is better equipped as standard and 
concentrates on the 1.2-litre petrol engine - 
the best deal on offer across both ranges, 
including the 1.3-litre diesel option.

best superminis around - and the clones are 
built by Suzuki in Hungary, although 
Vauxhall masterminded the car’s huge interi¬ 
or and overall design. It has a small footprint 
and a tall stance without the leaning and 
fidgety ride usually associated with lofty cre¬ 
ations on short wheelbases.

New scheme revives 
village shops again

Management coaching 
boosts Scipac profits 

TRAINING does work. It’s a major topic 
on business people’s lips these days, but 
it’s usually hard to quantify if it has been 
successful. However, one Kent company - 
Sittingboume-based Scipac - has used 
business coaches for its top executive and 
management team and reports dramatic 
results. 

It is projecting a 28 per cent growth in 
revenue and a 60 per cent increase in prof¬ 
it for the financial year ended March. 

The firm has been trading for nearly 25 
years. Founded by Dr Clive Dawes and 
the late Tony Raeside, it has developed 
products used in the health diagnostic sec¬ 
tor, but growth meant it was in a transi¬ 
tional phase. 

Managing director Stephane Argivier 
said: “Because of the changes in strategy 
we needed to get relevant experience into 
our management team as fast as possible. 
We saw coaching as a way of accelerating 
the implementation of our business plan.” 

It called in Maidstone-based WSQ 
Solutions and now the company reports: 
“Our staff feel more valued, motivated and 
clear about their targets and roles.” 

Green awards reminder

A SCHEME that helps villages 
open a community shop is proving 
a huge success in the county. 

It is probably the first time in the UK that a 
dedicated scheme with all the help and advice 
on board has been rolled out. 

And such is the interest, supporters believe 
it could lead to dozens of villages having a 
shop again. 

The project has just been launched by Kent’s 
‘Mr Rural Retailer’ - Sean Carter. 

The Community Shop Development 
Scheme, sponsored by Kent County Council 
and the South East England Development 
Agency (Seeda), is being run by Mr Carter and 
co-worker Victoria Lawson. 

There are four such shops already open in 
the county, but with the new scheme now on 
the go the team hopes to more than double 
that number within a year. 

It’s linked with the Kent Association of 
Rural Retailers (Karr) - again, reckoned to be 
the only one of its kind in the UK - which is 
run by Mr Carter, a former blue-chip retail 
company executive, as part of his role as rural 
retail adviser to Action with Communities in 
Rural Kent. 

Permission 

Community shops have been operating in 
Littleboume since 2000, Cliffsend since 2004, 
Biddenden since 2005 and Shoreham since 
2007. 

There have been two open days about the 
scheme, and there are plans to open shops in 
Barham in mid-May and Chart Sutton at the 
end of June, subject to planning permission. 

Ms Lawson, who helps groups set up a legal 
entity to run the shops and raise money, said a 
number of villages had expressed strong inter¬ 
est. 

The next open day is at Lenham on 


Wednesday, April 22. 

A general pamphlet is being worked on, 
along with a ring-binder booklet with full 
details which can be updated as necessary. 

Ms Lawson said communities had first of all 
got to establish, perhaps through a public 
meeting, if they really wanted a shop and then 
if they intended to fully support it. 

Once the go-ahead is given, a steering group 
is set up and a legal entity created, usually an 
industrial and provident society, but it could 
be a company. 

Villagers can buy one share each, giving 
them the right to vote on the shop’s future. The 
going price is usually £20 but can vary. 

Premises could be a former pub, for example, 
former shop or even a container cabin. 

The shops are not-for-profit and any surplus, 
or money which comes out of them, if they fold, 
must be spent locally. Mr Carter said that out 


of 180 community shops across the country - 
growing at the rate of 15 a year - he knew of 
only a couple that had closed. He said: “It’s 
amazing. Once a community has lost its shop 
and actually gets involved in setting up a new 
one, they realise it’s their own shop and they 
tend not to let it go down. 

“The scheme has got off to a good start. It 
shows there is now an awareness at local gov¬ 
ernment level that a lot of talking has been 
done in the past about retail services, and now 
at last we are seeing a bit of action. 

“I still believe commercial shops should be 
getting a bit of the action as well. 

“They are just as valuable to the community. 
The post office closures really started focusing 
minds about what was going on in rural Kent.”

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Pedal power helps Byrne prepare for Spanish challenge 


SHANE Byrne heads to Valencia in Spain 
this weekend hoping to build on his first 
points haul of the World Superbikes 
Championship. 

The Sheppey-born superbike rider 
picked up points for finishing 12th and 
sixth in Qatar in the last round of the 
series and will be confident this weekend 
as he knows the Valencia track well, hav¬ 
ing raced there in his MotoGP days. 

Byrne, 33, is also likely to receive a time¬ 
ly boost ahead of the meeting, as 
Sterilgarda Ducati team-mate, Alex 


Polita, is expected to be back after missing 
the opening two rounds of the champi¬ 
onship. 

The British Superbike champion has 
been preparing himself for the weekend’s 
race by putting in the miles cycling. 

He said: “Things have been going pretty 
good here for me, training-wise. 

“I already had all my cycling routes sort¬ 
ed in my head and I’ve been going pretty 


well. The four days I did equated to about 
215 miles, with plenty of climbs thrown 
into the mix.” 

Byrne is hoping to call on his days rac¬ 
ing for Stobart Honda in 2003 at Valencia 
as he aims to net his first podium finish of 
the championship. 

He said: “I’m looking forward to riding 
there again. Funnily enough, I was talk¬ 
ing about our test there back in 2003, 
when we set some pretty quick times.
